FLUID   MILK    PRICES    IN   CITY  MARKETS 
■EOR  JULY  1949 

Plaid  ailk  prices  at  retail  and  producer  levels  early  in  Jaly  showed  a  few 
price  increases,  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  reported  today.,     Only  one 
important  rr.arket,  Portlandj  Ore.,  reported  a  decline  in  retail  and  producer  prices. 
Most  of  the  price  Increases  \i;hich  occurred  were  reported  from  the  New  England  and 
Middle  Atlantic  areas*    Receipts  of  milk  from  regularly  approved  producers  in 
thirty  marketini-^  areas  under  Federal  Orders  during  May  v/ere  16,1  percent  greater 
than  .ni  May  1948  and  were  14.7  percent ' greater  than  in  April  of' this  year.  Daily 
fluid  sales  in  the  same  markets  were  up  1»7  percent  from  May  a  year  ago,  "but  vrere 
down  1,0  percent  from  April  of  this,  year^ 

Retail  prices  of  standard  milk  delivered  to  homes  in  24  cities  early  in  July 
averaged  19.9  cents  per  quart,  unchanged  from  the  level  of  a  month  ago.    This  aver~ 
age  price  is  nine- tenths  of  a  cent  per  quart  lower  than  in  July  last  year.    It  is 
one  and  seven-^tenths  cents  per  quart  lielow  the  record  high  price  to  date  of  21e6 
cents  per  qua,rt  reached  in  the  fall  of  1948  and  is  the  lowest  average  price  for 
this  group  of  cities  since  October  1947, 

The  milk  dealers'  average  buying  price  for  Glass  I  milk  of  3.5  percent  "butter- 
fat  content  early  in  July  v/as  $4.60  per  hundredweight,  4  cents  per  hundredv/eight 
above  the  average  price  for  June  and  56  cents  below  the  average  price  in  July  1948, 
The  milk  dealers'  average  buying  price  was  lovrer  than  that  of  the  same  month  a 
year  ago  for  the  six,th  consecutive  month.    The  largest  increases  in  the  regional 
average  prices  from  the  levels  of  a  month  ago  occurred  In  the  Hew  England  and 
Middle  Atlantic  area  where  average.  Class  I  prices  ,v;ere  15  and  16  cents  higher, 
respectively,  than  early  in  June.    Small  increases  occurred  in  the  East  and  Vfest 
llorth  Central  areas  and  in  the  South  Atlantic  and  Bast  South  Central  areas.  The 
average  Class  I  price  for  the  West  South  Central  area  was  unchanged  from  a  month 
agOu    In  the  Mountain  area  it  declined  one  cent  per  huridredweight  and  6  cents  per 
hundredweight  in  the  Pacific  Coast  area;  •  •  • 

In  the  ilevi  England  area  the  Glass  I  price  in  the  Boston  market  rose  22  cents 
per  hundredv/eight  on  July  1  under  the  operation  of  the  formula  governing  the  mini- 
mum Class  I  price  in. that  market.    Simultaneous  increases  of  the  same  amount' 
occurred  in  Class  I  prices  in  the  Lowell-Lawrence  and  Pall  River  markets  under  the 
formulas  governing  Class  I  prices  in  those  markets.     Class  I  prices  also  rose 
22  cents  per  hundred\i7eight  in  the  Worcester  and  Springfield,  Mass,  m.arkots.  Retail 
prices  rose  one-half  cent  per  quart  ih  all  of  these  markets,    in  the'  Boston  market 
the  percentage  of  Class  II  milk  for  the  twelve  months  ending  May  31,  1949  was 
reported  as  40,9  percent.    The  Federal  Order  in  the  market  provides  that  a  t^upply- 
demand  price  adjustment  occur  in  the  market  when  the  percentage  of  Class  II  milk 
for  the  preceding  12  months  exceeds  41  percent,    Tliere  is  a  one-month  lag  in 
application  of  the  price  adjustment.    Thus,  if  the  addition  of  June  1949  and  the 
deletion  of  June  1948  changes  the  12-month  average  amount  of  Class  II  milk  in  the 
pool  to  more  than  41  percent  a  price  adjustment  would  bo  slated  to  occur  on  August! 
If  it  occurs  it  v;ill  be  limited  to  a  22  cent  drop  in  the  Glass  I  price, 

Elsevrhere  in  New  England  the  Rhode  Island  Milk  Control  Board  ordered  an 
increase  of  44  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  Class  I  price  and  one  cent  per  quart

ITo  reports  have  tieen 
received  as  yet  of  any  price  changes  ordered  "by  these  authorities  in  regulated 
markets  in  the  two  States*    lilo  price  changes  were  reported  from  Connecticut, 

In  the  Middle  Atlantic  area  the  Class  I  price  rose  22  cents  in  the  Nev;  York 
City  area  and  40  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  Buffalo  and  Rochester,  N,  Y,  areas* 
New  York  City  retail  prices  vi^ero  reported  as  generally  unchanged  despite  earlier 
unofficial  reports  that  an  increase  would  occur.    Retail  prices  in  Buffalo  and 
Rochester  rose  one  cent  per  quart.

•Uew  York  State  Commissioner  of  Agricaltars  and  Markets  follouing  pa'blic  hearings 
to  consider  price  chan^^es  in  the  two  markets  after  June  30,  1949, 

In  New  Jersey  the  office  of  Milk  Indastry  in  the  State  Department  of  Agri- 
culture ordered  an  increase  in  the  Class  I  price  for  all  areas  in  the  State  of 
SO  cents  per  hundrcdwoity;ht  to  "bo  effective  July  9,    This  office  alro  took  steps  to 
aholish  the  Class  II-A,  or  manufacturing  milk  class,  and  to  set  up  plans  for 
establishing  a  norm  and  excess  plan  to  he  effective  January  1,  19506 

The  U,  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  announced  on  June  28  that  the  current 
minimum  Glass  I  price  of  $5,50  per  hundredvreight  for  4  percent  mill:  in  the  Phila- 
delphia market  would  he  continued  through  Seiptemher,    This  action,  favored  by  all 
parties  who  submitted  views  on  the  question, 'was  taken  by  suspending  cortaia 
portions  of  tho  federal  Order  regulatiiig  the  liandling  of  milk  in  the  market.  In 
Pennsylvania  the  State  Milk  Commission  on  June  24  extended  current  Class  I  and 
v/holesale  and  retail  milk  prices  through  September  in  tho  Philadelphia,  Heading- 
Berks,  York,  Harrisburg,  and  Lancaster  marketing  areas.    Under  orders  previously 
issued  by  the  Coriimission,  Class  I  and  wholesale  and  retail  prices  in  these  areas 
were  sla.ted  to  rise  approximately  one  cent  per  quart  on  July  1,    The  Commission 
announced  ou  July  12  a  series  of  public  hearings  on  milk  prices  to  be  held  between 
July  22  and  August  4  in  the  Scranton,  Wilkes-Barre,  Pittsburgh,  John st own-Alt oona, 
Lancaster,  Philadelphia,  Philadelphia  Sabcrban,  and  Scliuylkill  marketing  areas. 

In  tho  Bast  North  Central  area,  the  Chicago,  111.  and  Gary,  Ind,  markets 
reported  an  increase  of  20  cents  per  hundredweight  in  Class  I  prices,  effective 
July  1,  but  no  change  in  retail,prices.    The  Rock  Island,  111,  market  reported  an 
increase  of  45  ceiits  per  hundredweight  in  tho  Class  I  price  under  tho  provisions 
of  the  Federal  Order  governing  minimum  producer  prices  in  the  market.    No  change 
in  retail  prices  has  been  reported  as  yet.    In  the  Madison,  Wis,  market  tlie 
Class  I  price  declined.  22  cents  per  hundredv/eight ,    Retail  prices  v;cre  unchanged. 
In  Kenosha,,  Wis,  tho  Class  I  price  increased  18  cents  per  hundredweight  and  retail 
prices  v;ere  reported  as  unchanged.

Producer  prices 
in  the  market  for  July  milk  will  not  "be  knovm  until  early  in  Aagast, 

In  the  South  Atlantic  area,  retail  prices  in  the  Arlington-Alexandria  area 
were  increased  one-half  cent  per  quart  on  July  1  by  order  of  the  Virginia  Milk 
Commission,     Class  I  prices  in  the  market  wore  unchanged,    Washington,  D«  C»  dis- 
trilDutors  also  raised  their  prices  onc-ho,lf  to  one  cent  ]per  quart.    No  i)rico  changes 
were  reported  from  the  Bast  or  V/est  South  Central  areas  or  from  the  Mountain  area. 
In  the  Pacific  Coast  area  the  Portland,  Ore,  market  reported  a  reduction  of  one 
cent  per  quart  in  retail  prices  and  one-half  cent  per  quart  in  wholesale  prices, 
The  Class  I  price  also  changed  with  the  July  price  computed  at  $1.90  per  hundred- 
weight of  milk  plus  90  cents  per  pound  of  'buttorfat  in  the  milk,  compared  with 
June  figures  of  $1.58  per  hundredweight  of  milk  plus  $1.16  per  pound  of  fat.  The 
reduction  in  milk  price  on  a  3,5  percent  basis  was  59  cents  per  hundredwcighta 

Milk  production  reached  an  early  seasonal  peak  in  June  this  year  and  dropped 
more  sharply  than  usual  in  the  latter  part  of  the  month.    The  milk  floiri  v;as 
affected  adversely  by  hot  weather  over  much  of  the  country  and  by  deteriorating 
pastures  in  several  important  fluid  milk  areas  as  a  result  of  dry  v/eather.  Milk 
production  on  United  States  farms  in  June  is  estimated  at  12^3  billion  pounds,

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Sales  of  Milk  and  Cream  and  Receipts  from  producers 
in  Certain  Marketing  Areas  Under  Federal  Orders 


During  May,  daily  sales  of  fluid  whole  milk  in  twenty  marketing  areas 
under  Federal  Orders  were  one  percent  less  than  in  April  hut  were  one  and 
two-tenths  percent  greater  thian  in  May  a  year  ago.  (See  page  12).    The  New 
York  City  market,  representing  37  percent  of  whole  milk  sales  for  this 
entire  group,  had  an  increase  of  2  percent  in  whole  milk  sales  from  the 
April  level.    With  the  New  York  City  market  excluded,  daily  sales  of  whole 
milk  for  the  19  other  markets  dtiring  May  were  3  percent  less  than  in  April 
and  2  percent  greater  than  in  May  a  year  ago.    Daily  average  sales  of 
whole  milk  in  most  of  these  markets  during  May  of  this  year  were  within 
the  range  of  100  to  103  percent  of  sales  in  May  of  last  year.    Sales  in 
the  comhined  Chicago  and  Chicago  Suhurhan  area  were  4  percent  greater  than 
in  May  a  year  ago.     In  the  Wichita,  Kansas  area,  sales  were  5  percent 
greater  than  a  year  ago  and  in  the  Topeka,  Kansas  and  Nashville,  Tenn, 
areas,  sales  were  7  percent  greater  than  a  year  ago.    Only  in  the  Phila- 
delphia- market,  where  sales  in  May  were  98  percent  of  May  a  year  ago,  did 
daily  sales  of  whole  milk  fail  to  equal  or  exceed  the  sales  of  the  same 
month  last  year.    Daily  sales  of  whole  milk  in  May  in  all  markets  except 
New  York  were  less  than  in  April  of  this  year. 

Daily  sales  of  "butterfat  in  fluid  cream  in  these  markets  during 
May  were  2  percent  less  than  in  May  a  year  ago.     However,  one-third  of 
the  markets,  including  the  New  York  City  area,  had  larger  daily  sales 
in  May  this  year  than  in  May  last  year,  ranging  from  2  percent  larger  for 
the  Omaha-Coimcil- Bluffs  market  to  14  percent  for  the  Columhus,  Ohio 
market,  'All  of  the  remaining  markets  except  Boston  had  smaller  daily 
sales  of  "butterfat  in  fluid  cream  in  May  this  year  than  a  year  ago, 
Ciirrent  sales  data  are  not  as  yet  available  for  the  Boston  marketo  Daily 
sales  of  "butterfat  in  fluid  cream  in  the  Columhus,  Nashville-,  New  York, 
Philadelphia,  and  St.  Louis  markets  during  May  were  greater  than  during 
April.    Daily  sales  of  "butterfat  in  all  the  other  markets  in  May  were 
equal  to  or  less  than  those  of  April  this  year. 

■  Daily  sales  of  skim  milk  items  in  the  entire  group  of  markets  dur- 
ing May  were  11  percent  greater  than  in  May  a  year  ago.    In  ten  of  these 
markets,  daily  sales  of  skim  milk  items  in  May  were  larger  than  in  April 
of  this  year.     In  the  seven  other  markets,  daily  sales  in  May  were  less 
than  in  April  of  this  year. 

Daily  receipts  of  milk  from  producers  in  these  markets  during  May 
were  15  percent  greater  than  in  April  and  16  percent  greater  than  in  May 
a  year  ago.     Receipts  were  greater  than  a  year  ago  in  all  twenty  marketing 
areas,  ranging  from  1  percent  greater  for  Omaha-Council  Bluffs  to  24  per- 
cent for  Boston.

in  eight  years*    Milk  production  per  capita  in  Jane  averaged  2,75  pounds  per  day, 
the  lowest  for  the  month  in  20  years  of  record. 

On  July  1,  milk  production  per  cow  in  herds  kept  "by  crop  correspondents  aver- 
aged 19,4  pounds,  ahout  1  percent  a'bove  a  year  ago  and  fractionally  higher  than 
the  previous  July  1  record  of  19,35  pounds  per  cow  in  1947,    The  seasonal  decline 
in  production  per  cow  from  June  1  to  July  1  this  year  amounted  to  1,4  pounds  per

On  July  11  the  Philadelphia  Class  I  Milic  Price  Committee  released  its  report, 
which  was  submitted  to  the  Dairy  Branch,  P!1A,  in  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture.

another  5  cents  per  hundredweight  in 'August,     It  is  nov;  ton  Cents  per  hiundredwcight 
a"bove  the  apparoiit  lov;  point  for  tne  y-^ar  reached  in  June.     The  largest  increases 
in  tne  dealers'  average  "buj'-ing  prices  am.ong  the  different  geographic  d.ivisions 
occurred  in  tho  ICast  and  ''est  ITorth  Central  divisions,  which  reported  gains  of  11 
cent;}  and.

On 
July  26,  tlie  United  St,'\tes  Departraert  of  Agriculture  suspended  for  the  mnth  of 
August  the  application  of  th--,  supply-derhr,.nd  adju.stment  provisions  contained  in  the 
Federal  Oruers  regulating  tho  handling  of  milk  in  the  Boston,  Lowell-La vrrence, 
arid  Fall  River,  Ma,ss.  markets.    Milk  producer  groups  requested  the  action  on  the 
ground  that  drought  conditions  in  Now  Sngland  aro-;as  suppl^dng  these  mfirkets  v/ith 
milk  threatened  to  endanger  the  production  of  an  adequate  supply  of  milk.  Since 
the  Federal  Orders  effective  in  these  markets  carry  provisions  preventing  a  contro.,- 
seasonal  decline  in  prices  durin.;^  the  months  Septeraber  through  IJoveiTber  the  action 
of  tho  Department  had  the  effect  of  establishing  the  July  Class  I  prices  in  these 
markets  as  floor  prices  during  the  August  -  December  1949  period.    Those  are,  for 
milk  of  3,7  percent  butterfat  content,  $5,43  per  hundredweight  delivered  in  the

The  Class  I  price  in  the 
market  increased  31  cents  per  hundredv/eight  on  the  same  date  under  the  provisions 
of  Federal  Order  41.    The  Gary,  Ind.  market,  included  in  the  Chicago  Su"brj08Ji  area, 
re-ported  a  retail  price  increase  of  one  cent  per  quart  and  a  31  cent  incroaso  in 
the  Class  I  price.'

The  Order  bccam.e  effective  on  August  1  except  for  provisions 
covering  prices  and  payments  to  dairy  farmers  and  deductions  for  marketing 
services,    Tjieso  provisions  will  become  effective  September  1.     Class  prices  to 
be  established  under  tne  Order,  and  present  prices  in  the  market  as  v;cll,  are 
comparable  to  prices  in  the  Chicago  market.    The  Departm.ent  also  amioimced  on 
July  28  that  a  supply-demand  adjustment  provision    has  been  added  to  the  St.  Louis, 
Missouri  Federal  Order,     The' adj  ustment ,  effective  at  throe  different  times  dar- 
ing any  one  year,  will  decrease  or  increase  the  Class  I  price  dif f erep-tial  above 
the  basic  price  by  specified  amounts  depending  upon  whether,  and  by  hov;  much,  the 
total  deliveries  of  milk  by  producers  exceed  Class  I  sales  by  more  than  15  percent 
or  fail  to  do  so.     Skim  milk,  buttermilk,  milk  drinks,  and  cream  were  reclassified 
at  the  same  time  from  Class  II  to  Class  I.     The  Department  has  changed  the  Nash- 
ville, Tcnn,  Federal  Order  to-provide  a  floor  price  of  $5.20  per  hundredweight 
for  Class  I  milk  and  $4.70  per  hundredweight  for  Class  II  milk  (4,0  percent 
butterfat  basis)  for  the  period  Se-ptember  through  December  1949,     The  action  v;as 
taken  to  assure  an  adeq.uate  supply  of  milk  for  the  market  during  the  coming  fall

Sales  of  Milk, and  .Cream  and  Receipts  from  Prodacers 
in  Certain  Marketing  Areas  Under  Federal  Orders  

Daring  June,  combined  daily  sales  of  flaid  whole  milk  in  20  marketing 
areas  under  Federal  Orders  averaged  1«8  percent  larger  than  in  May  (See 
July  issue  of  Fluid  Milk  Prices  in  City  Markets  for  May  sales  data)  and 
2ol  percent  larger  than  in  June  a  year  ago.     In  the  important  New  York  City 
market  daily  sales  of  fluid  whvle  milk  in  June  v/ere  3,2  percent  larger  than 
in  May  of  this  year.    Excluding  New  York  City,  the  other  19  marketing  areas 
reported  that  daily  sales  of  fluid  whole  milk  in  June  viere  nine-tenths  of 
one  percent  larger  tiian  in  May  and  were  two  percent  larger  than  in  Juiie  a 
year  ago* 

Eight  markets  reported  smaller  daily  sales  in  June  than  in  May,  tvro 
markets  reported  no  change  in  daily  sales,  and  the  other  nine  markets  re- 
ported larger  sales  in  Juno  than  in  May,    Five  market  areas,  Philadelphia, 
St,  Louis,  Mlnncapolis-Sto  Paul,  South  Bond-LaPorte  and  Omaha  reported 
small  declines  in  daily  sales  in  June  compared  v;ith  June  in  1948,    Most  of 
the  other  markets,  led  "by  Nashville,  Tenno ,  and  the  combined  Chicago  and 
Chicago  suburban  area,  showed  increased  sales  rangjng  from  101  percent  to 
106  percent  of  those  of  June  1948. 

Daily  sales  of  butt  erf at  in  fluid  cream  during  June  in  19  of  the  20 
marketing  areas  -  data  for  Boston  not  being  available  -  were  6  percent  less 
than  in  Jane  of  1948  and  were  also  5  percent  less  th^n  in  May  of  this  year. 
The  important  New  York  City  market  reported  a  decline  of  11  percf^nt  in 
daily  sales  of  butterfat  in  fluid  cream  during  June  of  this  year  cOamparcd 
with  June  of  last  year  and  a  decline  of  9  percent  from  May  of  this  year. 
With  Nev7  York  excluded,  the  other  18  areas  reported  a  decline  of  3  percent 
in  daily  sales'  of  fluid  butterfat  in  June,  compared  with  a  year  ago  and  a 
decline  of  4  percent  from  the  the  level  of  sales  in  May  of  this  yearc  As 
was  the  case  last  month  about  one-third  of  the  marketing  areas  reported 
larger  sales  of  butterfat  in  fluid  cream  during  June  this  year  than  in 
June  last  year.    Except  for  Boston,  for  which  current  data  are  not  avail- 
able, and  Kansas  City  which  showed  sales  unchanged  from  a  year  P-go,  all 
the  rest  of  the  marketing  areas  showed  smaller  daily  sales  of  butterfat 
in  fluid  cream  for  Juno  of  this  year,  compared  with  June  a  year  ago. 

Combined  daily  sales  of  skim  milk  items  in  all  20  areas  during  June 
were  reported  as  16  percent  greater  th,an  in  June  a  year  ago  and  13  percent 
greater  than  in  Ray  of  this  year.     In  all  areas  but  one,  daily  sales  of 
fluid  skim  milk  in  June  were  larger  than  a  year  ago.    Daily  sales  of  skim 
milk  items  in  June  x-ierc  larger  than  in  May  in  all  but  4  areas.     In  the 
Na,shville,  Tenn,  area,  daily  sales  v/erc  unchsmged  from  May  and  in  the 
Columbus,  Ohio,  Dayton- Springfield  and  Oraaha^Council  Bluffs  areas  daily 
sales  in  June  viere  smaller  tlian  in  May  of  this  year.

No  price  change's  wore  roportod  from  the  Middle  Atlantic  area,  v/horc  a  scries 
of  pa'Dlic  hearings  by  Federal  and  State  agencies  were  being  held  in  the  first  half 
of  the  month.     The  Pennsylvania  Milk  Commission  held  a  series  of  hearings  between 
^ept  jfnber  6  and  September  14  covering  the  Lehigh,  Reading-Berks,  York,  and  Harris- 
biarg  marketing  areas,    Prodaccr  and  retail  milk  prices  were  considered.    A  public 
hearing  was  schedaled  for  the  Philadelphia  area  on  September  14  by  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agricaltiire  to  consider  a  proposal  for  a  seasonal  increase 
of  40  cents  per  hundreds/eight  in  the  minimum  price  for  Class  I  milk  effective 
October  1,    In  New  Jersey,  the  Director  of  the  Office  of  Milk  Industry  announced 
that  a  public  hearing  v;ould  be  held  on  September  8  and  9  to  consider  prices  to 
be  paid  producers  for  milk  in  the  State.

In  the  East  North  Central  area,  the  Cincinnati,  Ohio  market  reported  a  retail 
price  increase  of  one  cent  per  quart.    The  producer  price  for  September  is  as  yet 
undetermined.    In  the  &ary,  Ind,  market,  the  retail  price  advanced  one  cent  per 
quart  and  the  Class  I  price,  9  cents  per  hundredweight.    The  quincy,  111.  market 
reported  a  reduction  of  42  cents  per  kundr cdweight  in  the  producer  price  and  no 
change  in  retail  prices.    The  Beloit  and  Kenosha,  Wis.  markets  reported  increased 
producer  prices  and  no  change  in  retail  prices.    In  Beloit,  the  producer  price 
rose  31  cents  per  hundredweight  and  in  Kenosha,  30  cents  per  hundredi^reight.  In 
the  Milwaulcee  market,  the  retail  price  dropped  two  cents  per  quart.     The  So-otomber 
price  to  producers  has  not  as  yet  been  reported  from  that  market.

the  producer  price.    In  the  Pacific  Coast  area,  the  Los. Angeles,  San  Diego,  and 
Santa  Bar^bara  markets  all  reported  a  decline  of  one  cent  per  qaairt  in  retail  prices. 
Producer  prices  declined  46  cents  per  hundredweight  (3.5  percent  butterfat  basis) 
in  the  Los  Angeles  and  Santa  Barbara  markets  and  43  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the 
San  Diego  market. 

Milk  production  on  United  Stp.tes  farms  in  August  totaled  10,5  billion  pounds, 
about  the  same  as  in  1947  and  1948,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board,  Daily 
milk  production  per  capita,  at  2.28  pounds,  was  the  smallest  for  August  since 
1936.    It  v;as  about  7  percent  belov/  the  1938-47  average  for  the  month.    Milk  pro- 
duction per  cov;  slightly  exceeded  last  , year's  previous  record  high  for  the  month 
but  the  high  rate  of  production  per  cow  was  offset  by  th6'  somev/hat  smaller 
number  of  milk  cows  now  on  farms.    Milk  output  per  co\j  appear^  to  have  been  main- 
tained better  than  usual  by  good  pastures  in  most  of  the  central  and  southern 
State's  and  by  liberal  supplemental  feeding  in  areas  affected  by  drought. 
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Sales  of  Milk  and  Croam  and  Receipts  from  Produicers- 
^  in  Certain  Markebing  Ar ean  Under  Federal  Orders 

During  July    comTjined  daily  sales  of  fluid  whole  milk  in  20  marketing  areas 
under  Federal  Orders  averaged  4«3  percent  less  than  in  Juiif3 ,  but  were  eight-tenths 
of  one  percent  greater  than  in  July  a  year  ago»     (See  August  issue  of  Fluid  Milk 
P^-ices  in  City  Markets  for  June  sales  data^)     In  the  important  ITew  York  City  -larket 
daily  sales  of  fluid  whole  milk  in  July  vere  6.2  percent  leas  than  in  June  and  v^ere 
one  percent  smaller  than  in  July  a  year  ago.    Excluding  ITev  'iork  City,  the  other  19 
marketing  areas  reported  that  daily  sales  of  fluid  whole  milk  in  July  were  3.2 
percent  smaller  than  in  June,  "but  were  2.0  percent  greater  than  in  July  a  year  ago. 

All  "but  four  of  these  twenty  markets  reported  smaller  sales  in  July  than  in 
June,  reflecting  the  usual  seasonal  v,^.riation  in  sales  at  that  time  of  year.  Three 
markets  reported  no  change  in  daily  sales  of  whole  milk  from  June  to  July  and  one 
market  reported  a  very  slight  increase.    Thirteen  market  areas  reported  larger 
sales  in  July  of  this  year  than  in  July  a  year  ago.    The  increases  ra,ngcd  from  one 
to  eight  percent.    Three  markets  reported  no  change  in  daily  sales  from  July  last 
year  and  four  mark.;t3  reported  slightly  smaller  sales  in  July  this  year  compared 
with  July  last  year. 

Daily  sales  of  "butterfat  in  fluid  cream  during  July  in  19  of  the  20  mariroting 
areas  —  data  for  Boston  not  "being  available  —  vrere  12  percent  loss  than  in  June 
and  were  2.1  percent  less  than  in  July  of  last  year.    The  New  York  City  market 
reported  a  decline  of  14  percent,  compared  with  June  and  a  decline  of  2  percent 
compared  with  July  of  last  year.    Excluding  New  York  and  Boston,  the  other  18  areas 
reported  a  decline  of  11  percent  in  daily  sales  in  July,  compared  with  June  and  a 
decline  of  2.2  percent  from  daily  sales  in  July  of  1948.    All  bat  three  areas 
reported  smaller  sales  in  July  than  in  June  and  three  areas  reported  no  change. 
Only  four  areas  reported  larger  daily  sales  in  July  of  this  year  than  in  July  of 
last  year  and  one  area  reported  no  change.    All  the  other  areas  reported  smaller 
daily  sales  of  butterfat  in  fluid  cream  in  July  of  this  year,  compared  v;ith  July  of 
last  year. 

Combined  daily  sales  of  skim  milk  items  in  all  20  areas  in  July  were  seven- 
tenths  of  one  percent  larger  than  in  June  and  were  nearly  11  percent  la^rger  than 
in  July  of  last  year.    In  all  areas  but  one,  daily  sales  vrore  larger  in  July  of 
this  year  than  a  year  ago.    Daily  sales  were  larger  in  July  than  in  June  in  11 
areas  and  were  smaller  in  July  than  in  June  in  9  areas. 

Combined  daily  receipts  of  milk  from  producers  in  the  20  marketing  areas 
during  July  averaged  15  percent  smaller  than  in  June,  but  7,7  percent  larger 
than  in  July  last  year.    As  v/as  the  case  in  Juno,  daily  receipts  of  milk  vrere 
greater  in  July  of  this  year  than  a  year  earlier  in  all  areas  but  one.    In  that 
areas,  Omaha^Council  Bluffs,  daily  receipts  of  milk  in  July  were  one  percent 
less  than  in  July  of  last  year.

Retail  prices  for  standard  milk  delivered  to  homes  in  24  cities  early  in 
October  averaged  20,3  cents  per  quarto    This  was  tv;o-.tenths  of  one  cent  per 
quart  higher  than  the  average  price  for  the  same  cities  early  in  September, 
but  one  and  three-tenths  cents  per  quart  lower  than  early  in  October  a  year  ago. 
Seven  of  the  9  markets  which  reported  higher  retail  prices  ea^rly  in  October 
than  in  September  were  included  in  the  24  cities'  average  vhereas  a  month  ago 
only  three  out  of  the' 14  cities  reporting  price  changes  were  included  among

the  Hhode  Island  Milk  Control  Board  held  a  pa"bllc  hearing  in  Providence  to  consider 
minimam  mill-c  prices  in  all  controlled  areas  and  issaed  orders  effective  OctolDor  1- 
continuing  in  effect  the  previous  niniraam  prices  to  producers.    On  Septemlier  15 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  denied  the  requests  of  Hew  England  dairy  farmers 
for  an  increase  in  the  minimum  price  for  Class  I  milk  in  the  Boston,  Loxvell- 
Lawrence,  and  Fall  Hivor,  Mass.  marketing  areas.    On  September  28  the  "Q.  S,  ■ 
Department  of  Agriculture  recommended  that  Federal  orders  "be  issued  to  regulate 
the  handling  of  milk  in  the  Springfield  and  Worcester,  Mass,  milk  marketing 
areas,    The  Federal  orders  \-7ore  requested  "by  dairy  farmers  supplying  each  of  the 
markets  and  were  "based  on  evidence  received  at  pu"blic  hearings  hold  in  each 
market  daring  July. 

In  the  Middle  Atlantic  area  a  series  of  seasonal  price  increases  in  Penn-  ■ 
sylvania  markets  occurred  on  Octohor  1  under  provisions  of  orders  issued  "by  the 
Pennsylvania  Milk  Commission  and  the  United  States  Department  of  Agricalturo. 
In  the  Philadelphia  area  the  Class  I  price  for  4  percent  milk  rose  40  cents  per 
hundredweight  under  the  provisions  of  Federal  Order  61  as  amended.    The  Pennsyl- 
vania Mi  lie  Commission  alr.o  raised  its  minimum  price  for  that  market  40  cents 
per  hundrcdv/eight  and  simultaneously  increased  minimum  v/holesalo  and  retail  milk 
prices  in  the  market  one  cent  per  quart.    In  tho  Pitts"burgh  area  the  Commission 
raised  the  minimum  Glass  I  price  20  cents  per  handredv;cight  and  retail  and 
wholesale  prices  one-ha^lf  cent  per  quart.    In  the  York,  Heading-Berks,  Xiancaster, 
Su"burhan  Philadelphia,  and  Harrir>"birrg  areas,  the  Commission  raised  minimum 
Class  I  prices  40  cents  per  hujidredv/eight  and  minimum  v;holosalo  and  retail  prices. 
1  cent  per  quart.    In  the  Hew  York  City  market,  a  general  reduction  of  retail 
aiilk  prices  occurred  on  Octo"ber  13.    Reductions  ranging  from,  one  and  one-half

In  the  Q,aincy,  111,  market,  the  producer  price  rose  39  cents  per  handredv/eight, 
ITo  change  vra.s  reported  in  retail  prices  in  the  market.    In  the  Madison,  Wis» 
market  the  producer  price  rose  35  cents  j)er  hundredweight,  but.no  change  has 
been  reported  as  yet  in  retail  prices. 

Elsewhere,  the  Huntington,  V/,  Va,  market  reported  an  increase  of  one  cent 
per  quart  in  retail  prices.    The  October  producer  price  is  not  as  yot.'.det ormii^ed. 
The  Uev;  Orlcajas,  La,  market  reported  an  increase  of  one  cent  per  quart  in  retail 
prices.    The  Class  I  price  is  not  as  yet  determined  for  October.    All  of  the 
above  mentioned  markets  wherein  retail  price  increases  occurred  on  October  1 
are,  except  for  Now  Orleans,  at  lower  levels  of  retail  prices  than  in  October 
last  year.    The  differences  range  from  one-half  cent  per  quart  for 'the  Augusta, 
Maine  market  to  4  cents  per  quo.rt  for  Springfield,  111,,  and  Milwaulcec,  Wis. 

Millc  production  on  United  States  farms  in  Soptombor  totaled  9,4  billion 
pounds,  slightly  more  than  for  the  same  month  last  year  and  the  fourth  highest  for 
any  September  of  record,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board,    Daily  miUc  pro- 
duction per  capita  amounted  to  2,09  pounds,  the  lowest  for  the  month,  v/ith  the 
exception  of  1948,  since  1937,    Millc  production  p6r  co\ir  on  October  1  in  herds 
kept  by  crop  correspondents  averaged  15.29  pounds,  highest  of  record  for  the  date. 
Continued  good  pastures  in  many  important  dairy  areas  together  with  a  shrTp 
recovery  in  pasture  feed  conditions  in  the  Northeast  and.  widespread  heavy  feeding 
of  grain  and  concentrates  all  contributed  to  the  high  rate  of  milk  flow  iDcr  cow. 
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Sales  of  Milk  and  Creani  and  Receipts  I'rom  producers 
in  Certain  Marketing  Areas  Under  Federal  Orders 


During  August  combined  daily  sales  of  fluid  v;hole  milk  in  20  marketing  areas 
under  Federal  Orders  averaged  2  percent  greater  than  in  July  and  r/ere  4  percent 
greater  than  in  August  a  year  ago.     In  the  iTew  York  City  market,  which  accounted 
for  three-eighths  of  the  total  sales  for  the  group,  daily  sales  of  fluid  whole 
milk  in  August  were  1  percent  greater  than  in  July  and  also  1  percent  greater  than 
in  August  a  year  ago.     V/ith  New  York  City  market  excluded,  the  other  19  markets 
reported  that  daily  sales  of  whole  milk  in  August  were  2.5  percent  greater  than 
in  July  and  about  5.7  percent  greater  than  in  August  a  year  ago, 

\ 

Every  market  without  exception  reported  larger  daily  sales  in  August  than 
in  July  and,  also  without  exception,  larger  daily  sales  in  Aug-ast  this  year  than 
in  Augur;t  a  year  ago.     The  increases   in  daily  sales  in  Augixst  as  compared  v;ith 
July  ranged  from  one-half  of  1  percent  for  the  Toledo,  Ohio  market  to  5  percent 
for  the  Kansas  City,  Mo.  market.    The  increases  in  daily  sales  in  August  as  com- 
pared with  the  same  month  a  year  ago  ranged  from  1  percent  for . the  Kew  York 
market  to  12  percent  for  the  Topeka  and  Wichita,  Kansas  markets, ■ 

Combined  daily  sales  of  butterfat  in  fluid  cream  during  August  in  19  market- 
ing areas  were  1  percent  larger  than  in  July  and  were  4  percent  larger  than  in 
August  last  year.    The  New  York  City  market  reported  a  decline  of  nearly  2.4  per- 
cent in  daily  sales  in  Augvxst  compared  with  July,  but  an  increase  of  6  percent  in 
daily  sales  in  August  compared  with  August  last  year.     Excluding  New  York  and 
Boston,  the  other  18  markets  reported  that  daily  sales  d'oring  August  were  3  per- 
cent larger  than  in  July  and  2  percent  larger  than  in  August  last  year.    All  but 
tvro  areas  -  New  York  City  and  Nashville,  Tenn,  -  reported  larger  daily  sales  of 
butterfat  in  fluid  cream  in  August  than  in  July.    One-half  of  the  markets  reported 
larger  daily  sales  in  August  than  a  year  ago  and  eight  markets,  almost  one-half, 
reported  identical  or  closely  similar  sales  im  Aug'ist  this  year  compared  with 
August  a  year  ago.    Only  one  market  -  the  combined  Chicago  and  Chicago  Subijrban 
area  -  reported  a  decline  in  sales  during  Augu.st  com.pared  with  August  last  year. 

Combined  daily  sales  of  skim  milk  item.s  during  August  in  the  19  markets  were 
3  percent  smaller  than  in  July,  but  were  11  percent  larger  than  in  August  a  year 
ago.     Eleven  markets  reported  smaller  daily  sales  in  August  than  in  July;  one  mar- 
ket reported  no  change  and  the  remaining  seven  m.arkets  reported  larger  sales. 
Compared  with  a  year  earlier,  18  markets  reported  larger  daily  sales  of  skim  milk 
items  in  August  and  but  one  market  -  New  York  City  -  reported  smaller  sales. 

Combined  daily  receipts  of  milk  from  producers  in  the  20  markets  during  August 
were  8  percent  smaller  than  in  July  but  were  about  8.6  percent -larger  than  in 
August  last  year.     Daily  receipts  of  milk  were  larger  in  August  than  in  the  same 
month    a  year  ago  in  all  but  one  market  -  Omaha-Council  Sluffs.     In  that  market 
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daily  receipts  were  4  percent  less  than  in  Aug^ist  larjt  year.     For  the  other  markets, 
the  increases  in  August,  as  compared  mt?i  August  a  year  ago,  ranged,  from  1  percent 
for  the  Boston  market  to  26  percent  for  the  Topeka,  Kansas  market.    As  is  to  he 
expected,  the  number  of  regiolarly  approved  prodiicers  in  all  markets  shor/ed  little 
change  from  July  to  August.    However,  rather  varied  cl.anges  anong  markets  in  the 
numher  of  producers  occurred  when  compared  with  August  last  year.     Tlie  most  e:x:treme 
changes  were  in  Wichita  and  Topeka,  Kansas  markets  v/hich  ighowed  respective  in- 
creases of  20  and  18.  percent  in  the  number  of  x-^oducers  and,  in  the  other  direction, 
Cleveland  and  ])a;^"toii-Springfield,  Ohio,  which  showed  respective  decreases  of  14 
and  12  percent. 

By  and  large,  the  reported  daily  production  per  producer  v/as  higher  in  August 
than  in  August  last  year;  the  average  change  was  nearly  4,5  percent.  Increases 
ivere  reported  "by  13  markets.     In  three  markets  -  Boston,  Louisville,  Ky, ,  and 
Wichita,  Kansas  -  daily  production  per  producer  was  lower  in  August  than  in  the 
same  month  last  year.     I.n  the  rem.aining  three  markets  -  Few  York  City,  Oraaba- 
Council  Bluffs,  and  Nashville,  Term.  -  daily  production  per  producer  was  virtually 
unchanged .

FLUID   MILK    AND    CREAM  REPORT 


FOR  IJOVEMBER  1949 


Fluid  milk  prices  at  retail  and  producer  levels  early  in  ITovemoer  v/ere 
virtually  unchanged  from  Octo"ber,  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  rejoorted 
today.     Only  five  markets  out  of  atout  110  reporting  indicated  higher  retail 
prices  while  two,  the  great  ITew  York  City  market  and  the  South  Bend,  Indiana 
market,  reported  lower  retail  iDrices.    Three  markets,  Springfield,  111., 
Miami,  Fla.  ,  and  Lexington,  Ky.  ,  reported  higher  producer  prices^  ComlDined 
daily  sales  of  fluid  whole  milk  in  September  in  29  markets  under  Federal  Orders 
were  3.0  percent  larger  than  in  August  and  nearly  one  percent  larger  than  in 
September  a  year  ago.     Comliined  daily  sales  of  "butterfat  in  fluid  cream  in  26 
of  these  markets  during  SeiDtemlDer  were  10o2  percent  larger  than  in  August  and 
8.0  percent  larger  than  in  SeptomlDer  last  year,     OomlDined  receipts  of  milk 
from  regularly  apprdved  producers  in  29  markets  were  4.9  percent  smaller  than 
in  August,  "but  10.7  percent  larger  than  in  Septomlier  last  year. 

Retail  prices  for  standard  milk  delivered  to  homes  in  24  cities  early 
in  HovemlDer  averaged  20.2  cents  per  quart.    This  was  one-tenth  of  a  cent  per 
quart  lov;er  than  the  average  price  for  the  same  cities  early  in  October  and 
one  and  four-tenths  cents  per  quart  lower  than  early  in  NoveralDer  ' last  year. 
The  decline  in  this  average  in  ITovemlDor  was  caused  entirely  "by  the  reduction 
of  two  cents  per  quart  reported  from  the  ITew  York  City  market,    No  price 
changes  at  retail  were  reported  early  in  Uovem'ber  from  any  of  the  other  23 
cities  in  this  group.    The  November  average  ijrice  is  only  throe-tenths  of  a 
cent  per  quart  above  the  average  price  for  both  May  and  June  of  this  yeax. 
This  increase  is  substantially  less  than  the  increase  in  this  average  retail 
price  which  occurred  between  June  and  November-' last  year  when  manufacturing 
milk  prices  declined  contra- seasonally.    Manufacturing  milk  prices  of  milk 
of  given  test  have  risen  only  slightly  since  June  of  this  yearo 

The  milk  dealers'  average  buying  price  for  Class  I  milk  of  3.5  percent 
buttcrfat  content  early  in  November  was  $4.75  per  hundredweight.    This  v/as 
one  cent  -per  hundredweight  above  the  revised  average  price  foi  October,  but - 
was  52  cents  per  hundredweight  bolov;  the  average  buying  ijrice  in  November  last 
year.     In  five  of  the  nine  geographic  divisions  for  which  average  prices  are 
calculated  there  v.ras  no  change  in  milk  dealers'  buying  prices  in  November 
from  October  levels.     In  none  of  the  four  divisions  reporting  higher  prices 
was  the  increase  more  than  one  cent  per  hundredweight,.     In  comparison  yjith 
Novorabcr  last  yoar  the  division  average  prices  ranged  from  25  cents  per 
hundredweight  lower  in  the  South  Atlantic  area  to  76  cents  per  hundrodxreight 
lov/cr  in  the  Nev/  England  area.

With  the  New  York  City  market  excluded,  the  other  19  markets  reported  tliat  daily 
sales  in  September  were  2,6  percent  larger  than  in  A^^gust  and  2.3  percent  larger 
than  in  Septemher  a  year  ago. 

All  ma-rkets  but  two  reported  larger  daily  sales  of  fluid  rholo  iTilk  in  Sept-» 
ember  than  in  August;  also,  all  but  two  reported  larger  sales  in  Septe/'iber  tnjin  in 
the  same  month  last  year.    The  increases  from  Aug^xst  levels  ranged  from  ono-tenth 
of  1  percent  for  the  Chicago    and  suburban  Chicago  area  to  8.2  percent  for  the 
Nashville,  Tenn,  area.

The 
increases  raiiged,  from  1  percent  for  the  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana  market  to  10  percent 
for  the  Wichita,  Kansas  market.    Topeka,  Ke.nsas,  and  Nashville,  Tenn,  reported 
8  percent  gains,  Kjinsas  City,  Mo,,  7  percent,  and  Cleveland,  Ohio,  6  percent. 
The  St,  Louis,  MOo ,  market  reported  a  gain  of  5  percent  and  five  other  markets, 
Chicago,  Columbus,  Omaha-Council  Bluffs,  South  Bend-LaPorte  and  Toledo  all 
rei:)orted  4  percent  gains. 

Combined  daily  sales  of  buttcrfat  in  fluid  cream  during  October  in  19 
marketing  a.reas  totaled  175,000  pounds.    This  v/as  nearly  3  percent  larger  thfin 
in  Se;;-to;roer  and  vras  3  percent  larger  than  in  October  a  year  R,go.     In  tiie 
New  York  City  market,  daily  sales  in  October  were  three-tenths  of  one  percent 
larger  than  in  September  and  6  percent  larger  than  in  October  a  year  ago,  With 
the  Nevi  York  City  market  excluded,  and  also  Boston  for  which  sales  data  are 
not  available,  the  other  18  markets  reported  that  during  October  daily' sales 
v;ere  4  oorcont  larger  than  in  September  and  nearly  2  percent  larger  th.?n  in 
October  last  year.     Eleven  markets  reported  larger  daily  sales  .in  October  than 
in  So-ntc.'-iber  and  seven  reported  the  same  volume  of  sales.    Nine  markets  reported 
larger  daily  sales  in  October  than  a  year  ago  and  three  markets  reported  sornc- 
v;hat  smaller  sales.     Six  markets  reported  thb  same  volume  :of  sales  in  October 
as  a  ye;u"  ago, 

Oomoined  daily  sales  of  skim  milk  items  during  October  totaled  1,007,000 
pounds  in  these  20  markets.    This  was  nearly  2  percent  less  t'han  in  Septouber, 
but  was  9  -percent  more  than  in  October  a  year  ago.    Ten  markets  reported  smaller 
sales  in  October  than  in  September,  one  market  reported  the  same  volume,  arid 
eight  markets  reported  larger  sales.     Only  the  New  York  City  market  reported 
smaller  sales  during  October  tiian  a  year  ago.    All  ;the  other  markets  reported 
lai-ger  sales  than  in  October  last  year.    The  Cleveland,  Ohio,  market  reported 
a  gain  of  20  percent  ovur  a  year  ago;  Columbus-,  Ohio,  and  Toledo,  Ohio,  reported 
gains  of  19  percent;  Topeka,  Kansas,  18  percent;  and  Ko.nsas  City,  Misooui'i, 
16  porcont.    Eleven  other  markets  had  gains  ranging  betv/een  6  and  15  percent 
over  October  last  year. 
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Coinbined  daily  receipts  of  milk  fror.i  prodacers  in  these  20  markets  during 
OctolDer  were  2»5  percent  smaller  thazi  in  September,  "but  vqyq  16  percent  larger 
than  in  October  last  year.    In  May  of  this  year  receipts  of  nillc  from  producers 
in  those  mark-^ts  were  16  percent  above  May  1948»    In  June,  July,  and  August, 
receipts  v/ere  8  percent  above  the  corresponding  month  a  year  ago.    In  Seiptember, 
the  gr-in  increased  to  10  percent  and  in  October  to  16  percent.    Unusually  good 
pasture  conditions  in  September  and  October  in  many  of  these  areas  contributed 
heavily  to  the  increased  receipts  over  a  year  earlier. 

Three  markets,  New  York  City,  Minneajjolis-St.  Paul,  and  Wichita,  Kansas, 
reported  larger  daily  receipts  of  milk  from  producers  in  October  than  in 
September,    All  of  the  other  markets  reported  smaller  receipts  in  October  than 
in  So-otomber,    All  of  these  markets  but  two  reported  larger  receipts  of  nilk 
in  October  than  a  year  ago.    The  increases  ranged  from  6  percent  in  the  Cleve~ 
land,  Ohio  market  to  28  percent  in  the  Port  Wayne,  Indiana  market.     Six  markets 
reported  increases  of  more  than  20  percent  above  a  year  ago.     In  two  markets, 
Minneapolis-St,  Paul  and  Omaha^Council  Bluffs,  daily  receipts  of  milk  were 
smaller  during  October  than  in  October  last  year. 

The  number  of  regularly  approved  producers  shipping  milk  to  these  20 
markets  increased  slightly  from  September  to  October*     In  comparison  vdth  Octo- 
ber last  year,  the  number  of  approved  producers  was  4  percent  larger.  Six 
markets  reported  a  smaller  number  of  producers  in  October  than  in  the  same 
month  last  year.    The  remaining  markets  all  reported  a  larger  number  of  pro- 
ducers.   The  greatest  gains  were  reported  from  Wichita,  Kansas  (24  percent), 
Port  Wayne,  Indiana  (22  percent),  Nashville,  Tenn,  (19  percent),  and  St,  Louis, 
Mo.  (18  percent) , 

Production  per  producer  declined  from  September  to  October  in  all  but 
one  market,  Minneapolis- St,  Paul,     In  that  market  daily  production  per  producer 
rose  contraseasonally.    In  the  New  York  City  area,  daily  ^Droduction  per  pro- 
ducer was  nea,rly  maintained  at  the  September  level.    In  the  Minneapoli s-St,  Paul 
and  Wichita,  Kansas  markets,  daily  production  per  producer  was  belov?  the  level 
of  a  year  ago. 
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
